Proves Infection on Monkeys; Hopes 
for Development of Cure. 


Dr. Simon Fiexner, director of the Rocke-. 
feller Institute for Medical Research in New 
York City and discoverer of the serum for 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, warned Chicago 
physicians last night that infantile paraty- 
sis is a contagious disease. He declared that 
sufferers from the disease, which he called 
by its scientific name of “ poliomyelitis,” 
should be isolated, and the utmost care used 
to prevent the spread of the infection. He 
admitted he had found reason to hope that i 
& specific therapeutic treatment for the dia- 
ease would be discovered, but * 2 
as a “ serious problem.” 

Dr. Flexner, who spoke by invitation of the 
Chicago Pediatric society and the Engle- 
wood and south side branches of the Chi- 
cago Medical society, at Abraham Lincoin 
center, has added to his fame by his ex- 
= with “ poliomyelitis” on mon- 

ys. 


Proves Infection with Monkeys. 

He explained that the infection ih mon- 
keys wae so similar to that in human beings 
that experiments on them might lead to 
success in coping with the disease. 

The micro-organism which is responsible 
for poliomyelitis is so small that we Mave 
not yet been able to see it, even through mi- 
croscopes of the highest power we know.“ 
Dr. Pilexner said. “It belongs to a class 
of organisms causing serious diseases which 
are so small that the highest magnification 
does not make them visible to the naked eye. 
We may never be able to make them either 
directly or indirectly visible to the eye. But 
the fact that we now have a virus of polio- 
myelitis which has passed through sixty gen- 
erations of monkeys without losing its po- 
tency is proof that nothing oth@r than a Hv. 
ing thing produces the disease. 7 


Holds Hope for Cure. 

“The injection of urotropin into the Winal 
cord serves to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease and acts on the paralyzed nerves. It is 
remarkable how much improvement is pos- 
sible’ m cases of patients brought into the 
hospital with lege and arms and neck para- 
lysed. The improvement continues, in some 
cases, for months and even years. Urotro- 
pin is easily capable of chemical modifica- 
tion. There is hope that some variation of 
the drug will be found which will provide a 
specific therapeutic treatment, but that is a 
prophecy.

Greater Part of Chicago Charity 
Work Among Foreigners. 


| POLISH NEEDED MOST HELP. 


Lack of Einployment Accounts for 
vii Over Half Cases. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. &5.—[Spectal.J— 

The greater part of the work of charitable 

organizations in Chicago is occasioned by the 

wants of immigrant families, according toa 

report issued today, by the congressional im- 

migration commission. 

During a typical period of six months the 
United Charities of Chicago assisted 0,891 
persons, 66.5 per ef whom were in fami- 
lies the head ef which foreign barn. 
Of the native born 12.7 per cent were in 
families the heads of which were native born 
of foreign fathers. 

The greatest proportion of the work done 
was in cases in which the head was Polish 
foreign born. Next came native Americans, 
Irish foreign born, German foreign born, and 
the Bohemians and Moravians. 

Lack of employment or cient earn- 
ings accofinted for 688 per cent of the cases, 
while 26.2 per cent were occasioned by neg- 
lect and bad habits of the bread winner. 

In 57.9 per cent of the cages the heads of 
the families had been in this country less 
than twenty yéers. Of this number 18 per 
cent had been here less than five years, and 
20.9 per cent less than ten years. The Nor- 
wegians, Scotch, and Irish made up the 
greater part of the assisted persons who 
had been in the country more than twenty

A Teaspoon of Sugar: | 

Br JANE EDDINGTON. . : 
TEASPOON or @ bit more of sug&r brings 
an insipid vegetable up to its normal con- 
dition, our best cooks all agree. The 
best vegetables, those raised in the best 
soils, under. the best conditions, have a 
real sweetness. which we miss in the poorer 
sorts and for which we may use a substitute. 

A cream of tomato or mock bisqué soup is 
greatly improved by the addition of just a bit 
of sugar, and so are the vegetable soups, for 
the same reason that the vegetables are. This 
is especially true of those made of the dried 
bean, pea, and lenfil. It must be but a bit, 
however, just enough te restore something lost, 
but not enough to sweeten. 

Sugar often drings out or up a taste, just as 
salt does. Any one who has cooked fruits 
knows this. 4 fruit will seem to have an 
entirely new flavor, besides its sweetness, upon 
the addition of sugar: 

Miss Beecher added that a little molasses im- 
proves all breads and cakes made of unbolted 
wheat or rye, and thie is good doctrine today. 

‘There is no doubt that a little sugar greatly 
improves a yeast bread. It seems to obscure 
a. taste that is not of the most agreeable sort, 
rather than sweeten it. although many cooks 
put in enough to really make their bread sweet. 

It is not possible to use much sugar in a 
quick bread; both sugar and butter probably re- 
tard the growth. of the yeast plant.

I have yet to see a printed recipe for baking 
powder biscuits with a mention of sugar in it, 
yet our very dest bakers and many ot our home 
cooks put in a. bit. It. gives to a biscuit just 
the character it would have if all the sweet- 
ness of the wheat grain could be retained. The 
bit of sugar makes the shortening present less 
noticeable, and consequently makes the biscuit 
more attractive.

Hopes to See the. Settlement of

New Tork, Jan. 5.—Theodore Roosevelt 
gives a warning to the courts that if they 
abuse the power they hold to declare uncon- 
etitutional legislative measures of social re- 
form demanded by the great majority of the 
people this power must inevitably be re- 
strained. He expresses the belief that in 
the referendum lies the ultimate solution of 
this question. 

Mr. Roosevelt says the above in an 6d 
torial under the title Judges and Progress 
in the current issue of the Outlook. 

Prefacing hie article. with high praise of 
the judiciary as a class, the former president 
writes: 

“During the last twenty-five years the 
courts here in New York, helped, I am sorry 
to say, once or twice by the Supreme court 
of the nation, have thrown what at times 


have proved well nigh or altogether insur- 


mountable obstacles in the path of needed 
social reforms. 

“TI have already alluded to the decision of 
the New York court which forbade the peo- 
ple of New York, through their legislature, 
to interfere with certain kinds of tenement 
house, factoriés. 


Blow to Genuine Betterment. 

“ Almost without exception every intelli- 
gent social worker whom I have ever met, 
every man really interested in the better- 
ment of Social and industrial conditions 
among our working people, in giving better 
homes to the working people in great cities, 
and in giving better conditions of labor to 
them when they ere at labor—almost with- 
out exception every one qualified to judge 
on these matters has agreed that this de- 


‘cleion wes a blow to decent citizenship, a 


blow to the effort to achieve genuine reform, 
genuine betterment of social conditions, of 
so severe a nature that ite mischievous ef- 
fects can hardly be overestimated. 

I have no doubt that the men making the 
decision were upright men of high character, 
but they did as much damege as the worst 
legifiative body, actuated by the worst mo- 
tives, could possibly have done. 

Says Courts Usurped Power. 

“TI hold, not only that the courts in these
